= ye do pluck ufyour trees for to plant them, it ye will 
A marke the Sofith hide of each tree, that when ye ſhal re-plant 
them, ve may ſetthem again as they ſtood before, which is the 
beſt way as ſome do ſay. Alto if ye keep them a certain time, Af- 
cer they he taken out of the earth, before ye plant them again,they 
wil rather recover there in the eartb,ſfo they be not wet with rain, 
nor otherwiſe ; for that ſhall be more contrary co them, then the 
great heat or drought. |

What trees love the ſuire Sanne, .2.2t trees the cold aire, 
Omanonly the moit pari of ;recs do love the Sunne ac Nuo1e, 
_- and yet the South wind ( or vent daval) is very contrary a= 
gaink their nature, and ſpecially che Almond tree, the Apricct,the 
Mulbery tree, the Fig tree, and the Pomgranade tres, Certaine 
other trees there be which love co]d aire, as theſe: The Cheftnac 
tree, the wild and eager Chery tree,the Quince tree,& the Damion 
or Plum tree,the Walnut loveth cold aire & a ſton7 waite ground. 
Peare trees love not greatly plaia places, they proſper wel enoup! 
in places cloſed with walls, or high hedges,and ſpeciall; the Pcar 
called hon Chriſten. 
Of many ſo-ts md manner of trees, following theit nature, 
He Dam(ons or Plant tree doth love a cold tacearch,and clay 
withall, the( Healme) great Chery doth love to be ſer or 
lanted upon clay. The Pine tree loverh lighe earch, Rtonic an4 
ſandy. The Medlar commeth well enough in all kind of grounds, 
and doth not hinder his fruit, to be in fhadow and moi plas 
ces. Haſel nat erees love the place to be cold, leane, moiit and 


(andy; Ye ſhall ur.deritind, that every kinde of fruitfell cree duth 
love 
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Jove, and is more fruitful in one place, then another, as according 
unc9 their nature. Neverthelefſe yet we ought conouriſh them (all 
tha: we may ) in the place where we fer them in, in taking them 
trom the place and:ground they were in. And ye maſt aJſo con- 
ſtder when one doth plant them, of the great and largeſt kind of 
tres, that every kind of tre may proſper and grow, and it is to be 
c>nfilered alſo, if the crees have commonly grown atore ſo large 
in the ground or nor ; for in gaodearth the crees may wel proſper 
and grow, having a good ſpace one from another, more then if 
the ground were lean and naught, 
Hory to place or ſet trees at large, 
T7 this thing ye ſhall confider, ye muſt give a competent ſpace 
from one tree to another, when as ye make the holes to ſer them 
in, not nigh, nor that one cree tonch the other, For a good tree 
planted, or ſet well ac large, it proficerh oftentimes more of fruic 
then three or foure trees, ſet t00 nigh together. The greateſt 
and largeſt trees commonly are Walnuts, and Cheſtnuts, if ye 
plant chem ſeverally In rank, as they do commonly grow upan 
hizh waies, beſides hedges an4 fi:!ds; they malt be (et 35, foot a 
ſander, one from another, or thercavouzs, bur if ye wil plant ma- 
'n ranks in one place together,ye mutt ſct them the ſpace of 45.foot 
one from another, or thereaboute, and fv farre ye mult ſer your 
ranks one from another. For the Pear trees and Apple trees, and 
o:her ſort of teees, which may bs ſer of this largenefſe one ſrom 
che other, if ye do plant onely in ranks by hedges in the fields or 
o:herwifſe, it ſhall be ſufficient of 20, foor one feam another. Bur 
if ye will ſettwo ranks upon the fides of your great Allyes in gar- 
dns, which be of ten or twelve foot broad, ic ſhall be thea beſt ro 
give them more ipace, the one from the other in each rank, asa» 
bout 25.foot; alſo ye muſt not ſet your Trees right one againſt the 
other, but entermedling or between every ſpace, as they may beſt 
grow at large, that if need be, ye may planc of other ſmalier trees 
between, bart ſee that ye ſet them not too thick. If ye liit to ſer or 
planc all your trees of one bignelſe, as of young trees like rods, 
being Pear trees,,or Apple trees, they muſt be ſet a good ſpace one 
from another, as of twenty or thirty foot i nſquare, as toſay,from 
one rank to another. For ro plant or ſer of ſmaller trees, as Plum 
trees, Apple trees, of the like bigneſſe, it ſhall be ſufficient for them 
fourceen or fifteen foot ſpace in quarters. But if ye will plantor ter 


two 
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two ranks, in your Allies in Gardens,ye muft deviſe for to propor- 
tion it after the largeneſle of your faid Allies. For to plant or ſer 
eager or ſower Chery trecs,this ſpace ſhall be ſufficient enough the 
one from the other, that is, of ten or twelve foot , and theretoreift 
you make of great or large Allies in your Garden, as of ten foot 
wide, or thereabours, they ſhall come well co pafſe, and ſhall be 
ſufficient to plans your trees, of nine or cen foot ſpace : and for the 
other leſſer torts of tree, as of Quince trees, Figge trees, Nuttrees, 
and ſuch like, which be not commonly planted, bur in one ranke 
eogether, 

Ordering your trees. 
We: that ye plant or ſet ranks, orevery kind of trees to= 
gether, ye {hall ſet or plant the ſmalleſt towards the Sun, 
and the greateſt in the ſhade, that they may nct annoy or hurt the 
ſmall, nor the ſmall the great, And whenſoever ye wil plant or ſet 
Peare trees, and Plum trees ( in any place) the one wich another, 
better it were to ſet the Plum trees next the Sunne, for the Peares 
wil dure betterin the ſhade, Alſo ye muſt underttand, when ye ſer 
or plant any ranks and trees together, ye muſt have more ſpace be= 
ewixt your ranks and trees, {then when ye ſet but one ranke) that 
they may have room ſufficient on every ſide. 

Ye ſhall alſo foarcely ſet or plant Pear trees, or Apple trees, or 
other great Trees, upon dead or Moflie barren ground unftirred, 
for they increaſe thereon to no purpoſe. But other lefler trees very 
well way grow, as Plum trees, and ſuch like : now when all the 
ſaid things above be confidered, ye ſhall make your holes accor- 
ding to the ſpace that ſhall be required of every tree that ye ſhall 
plane or ſet, and alſo the place meet for the ſame ſo much as ye 
may convenient, ye ſhall make your holes large enough;for y: mult 
ſuppoſe the cree ye do ſet, hath not the halfe of his roots he (hall 
have bereafter, therefore ye mult help him and give him of good 
fat caith, ( or dung) all about the roots when as yeplanthim, 
And if any of the {ame roots be too longs and bruiſed and hurt, ye 
ſhall cue them clean off ſlope wiſe, ſo that the upper fide of each 
root-ſo cut, may be longeſt in ſertieg, and for the ſmal roots which 
come forth all abuur thereof, ye may not cut them off as the great 


roots.

Ic (halt be ſufficient for them to be planted or ſet ( halfe a foot, or 


thereabouts ) in the earth,,ſo that the earth be above all the roots 
halfe a foot or more, if the place be not very burning and ſtony, 
Of dung and good earth, for your Plants and trees. 
Nd when asjye would replart or ſer, ye muſt have of good fat

And if ye 
do then mingle about each tree of good fat earth or dung, to heat 
and comfors the earth withall, it fhall be good. 
With what dung ye ought to dung your trees. 
Nd principally unto Mollie trees,dung them wich Hogs dung 
mingled with other earth of the ſame ground, & let the dan 
of Oxen be nexe about the roots ; and ye ſhall alſo abate the Moſs 
of the tree with a great knife of wood, or ſuch like, ſo that ye 
hurt not the bark thereof. | 
When ye oxght to uncover your trees in Summer, 
N the time of Summer, when the earth is ſcantly halfe moiſt, it

ſorts of trees that be great,principally in the time that the Cuckow 
doth fing, and betwixt April and Midſomer, while they be tender.
